T h ey had slain two bandits, wounded 
and captured two'others. 
One woman had been injured, cut 
and bruised as she lay in the bottom 
of a careening taxicab which carried 
one of the bandits, his revolver al­ 
ternately pressing against the back 
of the chauffeur to make him speed, 
and flashing fire at pursuing officer^, 
until the cab crashed into a street car 
seven miles from the scene of the 
holdup.
